Mosul controversy today when, at a 
meeting of the council of the league 
of nations, she accused Turkey of 
invading the Mosul District in vio­ 
lation of the treaty of Lausanne and

one threatening 
that

under­ 
standing between the 
nations 
of 
which peace depends. Lord Parmoor 
road a communication alleging that

legedly disregarded the status quo 
which both Turkey

ment by the council of the league of 
the frontier dispute. 
As late as September 22. Lord Par- 
moor continued,

The Brit­ 
ish government desired to “protest

tered into force and had been regis­ 
tered with the league of nations.” 
The British spokesman concluded 
that the British authorities in Irak 
had been authorized to take all nec­ 
essary action to prevent any further 
invasion which was likely to entail 
serious unrest or bloodshed. 
Ali Fcthi Bey, Turkish delegate 
retorted that British airplanes had 
been carrying on military operations 
on the Turkish side of the frontier 
between Turkey and Irak, but

NEW YORK, Sept. 25—The dally 
average gross crude oil production 
of the United 
States 
decreased 
2,600 barrels for the w'eek ending 
September 20. totalling 2,038,850. ac­ 
cording to the weekly summary of 
the American Petroleum Institute. 
The daily average production east 
of the Rocky mountains was 1,- 
426,050 barrels, a decrease of 1.400. 
California production was 612,800 
barrels, a decrease of 1,200. 
Oklahoma shows a daily average 
production of 546,500 barrels de­ 
crease 1,000; Kansas 85.630 barrels, 
increase of 1,500 and Arkansas 131,- 
850 barrels, decrease of 2.900. 
Gulf coast crude oil w'as reduced 
ten cents a barrel and now is being 
quoted for Grade A at $1.25 a bar­ 
rel, grade B, $1.05. 
There were no 
other changes in the major districts 
—Mid Continent Crude Oil being 
quoted at 85 cents to $1.25 a barrel.
